A WIFE’S REVENGE. 


Throwing Vitriol id the Face of Her 
Husbaua’s Mistress.

An extraordinary trial, the result of which, 
however, was a foregune conclusion, termin- 
ated recently at Poitiers.

BONELESS CODFISH.

No codfish ever existed withdut bones; for 


it would be impossible to build a codfish with- 
out a frymework of bone. But, within a few 
years, that quality of codfish called boneless 
bas become very popular. It is ecenerally 
neatiy put up, being cut from fish well se- 
lected, and it is not surprising that it should 
have increased in popularity year by year. “It is 
pecked in boxes of different sizes,sonie of them 
small] and very neat, intended for sale by the 
box or package, and other boxes larger and in- 
tended for retailing by the pound. Some of 
the small size packages, say of fromthree to 
five pounds, are neat and attrative in a 
pearithce, being branded with fancy brands 
and decorated with glass tops aud colored 
labels. The packages of boneless fish are 
designed for the breakfast table, the picnic 
dinner. the excursion and the sea voyage. 
Certain brangs are put uptostand the heat 
of our Southern States or of the Wes: Indies, 
and, Within a year or two, great improve- 
metite have been madeinthis direction, The 
packers now feel reasonably sure that they 
can pack a boneless fish which can stand any 
climate. Some of the packers of codfish put 
their wares into beat and attractive little 
boxes. These boxes aie water -tight,so that all 
danger from selt or brine is avoided, and 
then they are covered with bandsome labels 
and designs, aud fitted with binged covers 
neatly tied with tape. The packers bave 
taken a great deal of pains within the past 
two or three years with this c'ass of fancy 
pecksges. At first wooden boxes were tried, 
butthese were ungainly and heavy, besides 
they did not always hoid brine or keep out 
moisture, and the packages soon became 
moist and the fish turned red and emitied 
that Cisayreeable odor which prevails arouad 
x fisb marketin Warm weather. Tois would 
veyerdo. Tin paeking cases were resorired 
to. but they were rather costly, besides they 
didi vot stand the salt well and were lianle te 
be rusted out in a few months. 
Fipally paper was’ resorted to. This 
was light enough, and preserved the fi-h 
well at first, but tbe moisture soon penetrat- 
edi so Jigbt a substance, and with the action of 
ibe salt, tbe package was soon destrayed. Va- 
ricus experiments were tried of coating the 
paper with different substances, but nothing 
scemed to remedy the difficulty. Atlength, a 
ceniieman, Who was both a chemist and an 
inventer, bitupon a pian which was success- 
ful and for which the tish- packers gladly paid 
bins. His plan was to coat the paper box in- 
side with a cement or varnish made of rosin 
and paraffine. The parafliné, according to its 
nature, wus found to penetrate the paper 
completely, While a residuum of the rosin 
compounved with the parailine formed a 
watcrproof coating of a hara odorless sub- 
stance over the inside of the box. 

Great quantities ofcodfish are packed in 
Boston alone, while Gloucester, Portland and 
allthe vsrious fishing ports put up more or 
less. Itis@iffieult obtaining exact statistics 
ofthe quantity of boneless codfish put up in 
this country, and only a few estimates obtain- 
ed from prominent packers will be given in 
this aiticle. Thereure fiveor six firmsin 
Boston doing a heavy business in cutting and 
paching beneless codfish. Two of these firms 
togetber pack rearly 2,000,000 lbs. of cod, 
haddock, pollock and bake, and putting the 
tots) product of the other firms - at 
1,7;C0,6C0 Ibs., which is not an  overes- 
timate, we have 5,500,000 lds. of boneless 
fi-h put up every year in Boston. This 
product, atan average price Of 6e per Ilb., 
brings the handsome sum of $210,000 for 
boneless codtish vlone. It is afair estimate 
tv put the cost of the fish put up at anaverace 
price of $5 50 per bri of 112 ibs. About 75 lbs 
of boneless fshis obtained from each quintal, 
the balance 37 Ibs, being from the waste cut 
otf, and this makes the actual first cost of the 
boneless tish 31-S: perlb. The d fferenc; be- 
tvecu this price and Gc nakes the protits of 
the p: cKker and pays bim for his labor. 

Much pains aretakenin selecting, cutting 
avd packing boneiess codfish. In the first 
pisce the quality of fish must be looked to, 
ejl-e the boneless product will turn red and 
spoil. 


ROASTED IN A LIMEKILN., © 


Horrible and Unusual Accident at Sag- 
inaw, Mich. 
From the Saginaw Courier. Sept. 2. 

Rarely bas a more sickening spectacle been 
presented than that which was witnessed by 
alargenumber of people at the limekiln of 
E. E. Johnson, on Water street last evening. 
Shortly after tive o’clock a representative of 
the Courier was notified that aman had fall- 
en intothe mouth of Jobnson’s limekiln and 
was roasting to death. It seems that occasisa- 
ally the stone in the kilo burns out below. 
leaving a quantity on the surface that packs 
closely togetber, forming asort of crust some 
two, tbree or four feet thick. Ia order to 
loosen this it Lecame necessary to pound it 
With iron bars called ‘**thumps,’’ so that it 
would sink nto the kiln and thus burn. It was 
in this work that Mr. Johnson, Daniel Park- 
hurst and two others were engaged at 
baif-past five o’clock last evening. They 
felt the stone sinking beneath them, and ail 
jumped out of the moutn of the kiln at the 
‘shout of Jobnson except Parkburst, who, 
being a new hand, evidently did not compre- 
hend the,dapger, and, hesitating an instant, 
was carried down into the kiln with the stoae, 
some twoor more tons of which in weight 
closed around him and wedged him from the 
hips down as firmly as in a vise, while, the sur- 
face being broken, the heat fromthe furnace 
below came up and added to the horrors of 
Paikhbursv’s si'uation. As he went down Mr. 
Johnson handed one of the *thumps’’ to him, 
and holding the other end attempted to pull 
bim out, but could not accomplishit. Park- 
hurst called on his companions to help him, 
and arope was«uickly procured, which the 
imperiled man, rapidly roasting, fastened 
about bis own waist. The united strength of 
six men was insufficient to start the body of 
the man aninch, and the broken stone was 
so hot thatit was impossible to touch them 
had they been able to reach them 
with their hands. Thus the 
companions of Parkhurst were 
tugging and pulling at the rope, aided by his 
cries and command to ‘pull bim in twoifne- 
cessary,’? were unable to extricate him and 
saw him rapidly roast to death before their 
eyes, hishead being only three or four feet 
from the top of the mouth of the kiln. Park- 
hurst realized his situation and his groans 
touched the hearts of his companions. Soon 
the intense heat stifled his voice. and inson- 
sibility and death followed within fifteen 
minutes from the time he went down. 

A large pair of tongs were finally procured 
andthe work of releasing the body com- 
menced. Only a portion of the stone could 
be removed, owing to the heat, and a dozen 
men took hold of tbe rop: around the body, 


.and finally succeeced in lifting it out and 


over the mouth, whence it was lowered to the 
ground on astone car used in taking stone 
from the ground tothe mouth of the kiln, 
nearlyan hour after he fell in. Nota ves- 
tige of clothing remained on the body of the 
unfortunate man. The flesh was baked, blis- 
tered and torn in places by the fire and the 
jegged edges of the stone, presenting a sight 
not soon forgotten. 


An Alpine Accident, 
From the New York Tribune. 


The death of a New Yorker from the over- 
turning of a diligence, described in the for- 
eign dispatches of a recent issue, was preced- 
ed by a fatal Alpine accident near Beckenried. 
An Englishman named Hawthorn, who had 
been staying for some days with his wife and 
son, a boy of ten years, on the Lake of Lu- 
cerne, lost his life in the neighboring moun- 
tains. After spending an afternoon with his 
son at Seelisberg,two hours’ walk from Beck- 
enried, he was returning home when the 
darkness began to overtake him, He attempt- 
ed to make a short cut to. Beckenried 
by a footway which is so difficult that even in 
the full daylight itis only used by shepherd 
boys and goatherds, provided with climbing 
sticks. He had not gone very far before his 
foot slipped, and he fell down the hiliside. 
His fall Was arrested by a shrub, to which he 
clung, and from which he called to his son, 
telling bim notto go any further. Hardly 
bad he finished giving bis caution when his 
hold gave way, and he was precipitated into

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Ostrich Farming in California. 
From the San Francisco News-Letter. 

Mr. D. Whiting is about starting an ostrich 
farminthe San Joaquin Valley. One must 
start with good birds; poor birds are like 
scrub cattle. Then, aiso, the right kind of 
farm, with plenty of good feed and water, is 
necessary. Then, witha certain amount of 
gumption, one need not fail. 

Ostrich farming, carried on properly, is 
very profitable. A good feather bird will 
pnoduce from $50 to $125 worth of feathers 
every eight months, andthe breeding birds 
will nest four times per year, hatching to the 
paironan average of twenty chicks each 
time, which are worth, if the old birds are 
good ones, $38 to $50 at two weeks old: then, 
as they advance in age, they also advance in 
value. The cock bird does nearly all the 
hatching. and can usually cover twenty-twe 
eggs. Allabove that number laid by the hen 
are hatched inan incubator. ‘The period of 
incubation is usually forty-two days.

LYNCHED OR LOST. 


A Young Philadelphian Disappears in 
the Colorado Wilds. 
Phitadelpbia Special to N. Y. World. 

Robt. J. Breckinridge, avoung man be- 
longipg toa respectable family of this city, 
was arrested last May at Gunnison City, Col., 
on a charge of murdering two men with whom 
he had been ip company on his travels while“ 
prospecting. After his arrest he wrote to his 
friexds, strongly denying the charge of mur- 
der made against him. He said that on his 
way to a mining camp he met two young men 
with whom he kept company for two weeks, 
While traveling in the Indian Reservation the 
otber men wanted to go further than Breck- 
inridge was willing to go, and he parted from 
them, leaving them with two horses and an 
outfit sufficient to last them two months. He 
then staried for a mining camp cailed Pitkin, 
and on arrivingat Gunnison was arrested by 
three men who_ charged him with murdericg 
the young men be had left. **i'o make matters 
worse,” wrote Breckinridge, **i was in pos- 
session of property that bad once been theirs. 
I had been seen with them,in camp with 
them, and the very loneliness of our camp, 
where none cr but very few ever came, now 
comes up to make the case against me look 
desperate, and tke excitement has been great, 
with talk of lynching, and I have gone 
throvgh inthe lastthree weeks enough to 
make my hair turn gray. Before God and 
man I assure you that not one drop of blood 
stains my hand, and ofthis horrible crime lL 
amas innocent as you, thousands of miles 

away.” 

Breckenridge after being im jail for some 
time was taken before the grand jury, but no 
indictment was found against him. His 
mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Steel, and his broth- 
er-in-Jaw, Mr. Geo. Fredericks, had gone to 

isit him at Gunnison City and returned to 

hiladelphia when it was found that he would 
not be tried. Public feeling wasvery strong 
against Breckenridge, and us there had been 
threats ef ilyncbing him it was thought best 
fer him to leave the city quietly with a man 
named Edmunds, who had been in prison for 
drunkenness, instead of going home with his 
mecther and Mr. Fredericks. It was arranged 
that be should meet his friends at Harris- 
burg. He was obliged to walk 150 miles in 
orcer to getto the railroad, keeping away 
from the main road so that he would not be 
discovered.

A TOMBSTONE IN A TREE. 


Singular Discovery in an Old Hudson 
River Cemetery. 
From the Newburg Journal, 

Since the organization of the Newburg 
Cemetery Association several weeks ago, for 
the purpose of improvirg the grounds at the 
‘-Olad Town” Cemetery, adjoming the First 
Presbyterian Church, much work has been 
done at the. grave-yard, and it now begins to 
present an 1mproved appearance after many 
years of nbegiect. The President of the 
essociation. Hiram -A., Jones, and 
Charles Downirg, Esq., have given 
no little personal supervision in 
the work of gearing up that has been done 
by James T. Pryer and several assistants, 
They have cut down forty-two trees, and ex- 
pectto cut down between forty and fifty 
more. Itseems that during storms limbs of 
trees have been torn off, and in falling have 
broken valuable tombstones. For this and 
other reasons it has been found necessary to 
thin out the trees. Many Newburgers will 
remember a very large willow tree that has 
for vears past stood about twenty-five feet 
from the fence, neariy iu a direet line with 
the north side of Gidney avenue. This tree 
at the base was between four and five feet in 
diameter, andto remove it required consid- 
erable work. Last week Mr. Pryer and his 
men began. It was necessary to take off the 
large limbs and lower them carefully, and 
then dig down and around the stump, 
until a hole sowe six or seven feet deep had 
been made, so the roots could be taken out. 
When the workmen reached the roots they 
found thema tangied mass, running in all 
directions and thoroughly intertwined. They 
had grown around two-foot stones, so that 
the latter were imbedded in the tree from !2 
to 15 inches, the smailer part of them only be- 
irg Visible. On one stove were the initials 
“1’, K.,’? and ontbe other **M. B.’’ These 
stones were carefuliy cuc out and’ reset in 
the ground at the sume pi:ve where they were 
taken out, which had previously been marked. 
A headstone was also firmly imbedded in the 


it closer every year. 

Tbe most singular discovery, however, was 
to foliow. When tbe men were ready totake 
the tree uwav, it was necessary to cut the 
stump in pieces, as it Was large and heavy. 
They sawed intoit, and, after cutting about 
fifteen inches from the :urfdce, at a point 
abouttbree feet from the g¢rvund, the saw 
grated across sometLing lard. Not expecting 
to find anything vut wood so far in tne tree, 
they made several more strokes, and stopped 
oniy when they noticed the sawdust was fine 
white powder, which they atonce knew was 
marble-dust. They then split the stump, 
usipg powder and axe, until they reached 
the curiosity, which p-oved to be a marbic 
foot-stone, in the hear. of the willow tree. 
The tibre or grain of the tree had grown 
around it, and evidently had been too power- 
jul for the stone, forit had been broken in 
two pieces, and the top leaned considerably 
cut of its place, although closely surrounded 
by wocd. Thev did all they could to get it 
out, butit was quite impossible to do so 
without breakingit up. A portion of it re-

A strong force of Uncompahgre Utes camped 
last summer on thesite of Gunnison, their 
tepees now being replaced by 300 houses, 
with a population of 1,000 or more. A num- 
ber of these structures are occupied with 
stocks of goods wos3th $40,000 to $ 75.000 cach, 
from which sales are made to the extent of 
$10,000 to $30,000 per month each. The Bank 
of Gupnison is a strikingexample of the rapid 
creation of solid commercial institutions ina 
wilderness, its directory representing $10,- 
000,000 of capital, and compriting such men 
as Goy. Tabor, Colorado’s bonanza king. A 
$15,000 court-house, $20,000 hotel and 37,000 
public school-house,besides several churches 
and excelient business blocks in course of 
erection, are a few of the surprises in this 
three-months old town. But the strangest of 
all are real estate values. The lot occupied 
by the Bank of Gunnison, which cost $ 40 last 
fall, is now worth $1,500. Across the street 
from the bank isa log cabin that cost about 
#100, and its occupants pay their }40 monthly 
rental cheerfully. Jack Haverly, our eccen- 
tric theatrical manager, bought something 
like a thousand lets and a neighboring ranch 
in May for $30.000 and could probably double 
his money by their sale now. Late last fal) 
the Gunnison post-oflice was the unimportant 
occupant of a dry goods box. It now handles 
some 3,000 letters daily,ana daily receives 
regularly 200 different publications.

There 1s a growingcomplaint of the charge 
for postal orders -covering small sums, 
and there is an especial need of an en- 
velope which, at | -small cost, 
would insyre the transmission of 
apy fraction of a doliar. The charge for postal 


orders above one dollar is also greatly in need 
of dimunition. A POST-DISPATCH reporter 
called on Postmaster Hays this morning to 
get his views upon the question. Mr. Haves 
very readily stated that it was a subject that 
interested him very much. ‘I have long since 
thought that this department could be easily 
popularized so aS to make ita source of in- 
come. At present itis not self-sustaining in 
the St. Louis oftice. The expenses of 
our money order department here last 
year were in the neighborhood of $11,009 or 
#12,0C0, and the receipts about $7,000. If 
some such steps as those suggested were taken, 
the people would begin to use the department 
where they now have recourse to checks and 
draugbts, and the largely increased business 
would soon yield a handsome revenue, though 
the reduction would at first entail a beavy 
loss. I think that the plan of reducing these 
rates was tried once before but was abandon- 
ed before it hadi been given a fair trial, on ac- 
count of the heavy falling off in receipts it 
caused. But the same was the casefwith cheap 
postage, which ‘1s now a splendid success 
everywhere. Iamin favor of making the 
trial again, and giving it a fair and sufli- 
cient test. aml sure it will 
succeed.’ 

Mr. Gazzam, the chief clerk at the Po st- 
c flice, furnished the foilowing fizures from the 
lostmaster’s report, which are interesting in 
connection with thismatter: During the vear 
ending June 30, 1850, the number of orders 
issued from the St. Louis office was 
45,131, and the number paid was 271,9;. 
The amount of money received was 
$ 767,526 13 and the amount paid out was $1,- 
369,437 61. The costto the Government of 
each transaction averaged 3.5 cents. ‘The 
present rates ase,on orders not exceeding +15, 
10 cents; over 315 and not exceeding $5, 15 
cents: over *50 and not exceeding $10,20 cents; 
over $40 and not exceeding $95U, 25 cents. 
No orders are issued for larzer 
ums. than 0, and the issue to a 
single applicant, none day, of more than 
three orders, payable at the same office ana to 
the s:me payee, 1s positively forbidden. ‘The 
business is growing steadily, .nd with a boost 
in the nature of cheap rates would soon move 
up side by side with letter postage as a source 
of revenue to the Government.

Surprising Development of ihe 
Business in St. Louis, 


ee ee 


Where the Various Fruits Come From— 
The Boom Set In, 


The local fruit season which, opened about 
the first of last May, is oa its dast quarter, 
and will, for mary reasons, be remembered 
by both the consumers and growers. The 
success of this season has never been equaled 
in this market, and lays the foundation ofa 
most important line of trade. To learn 
something of the market, and the supply and 
demand, a Post-DispaTcH reporter called 
upon W. W. Judy, at the Union Market. 
‘*This season,’’ said Mr. Judy, “has been the 
best I have ever seen, and I have been in the 
business for fifteen years. Fruit-growers 
have made a fortune on an immense crop of 
a fine quality, andthe public’s pockets have 
not, by any means, been emptied by the low 
prices. While the prices have been 


low compared with other years the increase 
in quantity has been so great and the quality 
so good that boththe grawer and the con- 
sumer have beenimmensely benefited.’ 


‘*Tiow is the St. Louis market supplied?” | 


*‘‘Now the market is supplied right at 
home here, the fruit being broughtinin wag- 
ons from where it grows. Up to the last 
three or four years we were supplied by Ar- 
kansas and Tennessee, Southern Illinois con- 
tributing its share. But this is over now. 
We furnish ourselves with fruit, and after 
this year we will furnish the whole North- 
west and Chicago. Our peaches have been 
so fine andso plentiful this season that we 
supplied Chicago and the whole Northwest 
vnd have laid a solid foun- 
dation for this trade from now out. 
Heretofore the northwestern country was 
shipped ail its fruitfrom Chicago, but this 
year St. Louis has notonly taken the trade 
away from Chicago, but has sent its products 
right into the Chicago market. The peach 
raised right here in St. Louis county, right on 
the St. Charles rock road, has gone North 
and completely cut out the Michigan peach. 
Our strawberries preceded tbe peach and 
could not_be beaten by Chicago in the com- 
petition for the trade in the North, and like 
the peachithas sailed right into Chicago 
itself and sold with profit. Understand that 
itis only of late years that St. Louis has 
loomed up as a fruit market; but our straw- 
berries and peaches have gained forus a 
reputation this year that will establish an ex- 
ceilent business and will very naturally help 
us in future years.”’ 

**How about dt. 
ples?’ 

‘‘Seven or cight years azo everybody went to 
\lantipg erapes, and fur two or three years 
aid splendidly. Then the rot came, and nine 
out of every tenth vineyard rotted, but where 
the rot did not set in the grapes have been 
the tinest raised in any part of the country. 
This rot generally sets in about July. Ali the 
grapes consumed here are supplied by St. 
Louis county. Jefferson county went into 
grape-growing Very cxtensiycly a few years 
ago. butit Wasa failure. lot set in in near- 
ly every Vinevard jn the county. Parker,Rus- 
sell & Co. are the largest grape-growers in 
this “part of the country, and are the most 
successful. They did vot lose a crop in ten 
years, afact that has excited much talk 
in these taking an interest in fruit-growing. 
The apple supply comes from St. Louis 
ecunty and the Illinois bottoms, just back of 
Esst st. Louis, and they are ofa very good 
quality.” 

‘‘\Where do the other fruit supplies come 
from: 

‘*We have good pear crops mauy years,and 
whenthe teason is successful the St. Louis 
pear will compare favorably with any. But 
tere is pot much of this fruit raised. After 
the present season we cin expeci a large in- 
crease in this line also, for growers have Leen 
given the greatest fencouragement. True, 
we raise watermelons here, but those from 
Charleston and Mississippi counties are 
largerand better. Good me!ous are pro- 
duced inihe Iiiinois bottoms, but they are 
not so fine asthose from the iwo counties I 
name,’’ 

“The season is about closing, is it not?” 

‘Yes. The home supply of strawberries 
»opened about the Istof May. Of course we 
brought berries from the Southin February, 
but the home berries came into market' about 
May Ist and went out about Julv 4th. The 
fruit season will close about October lst. 
Just now, white heath and cling-stone 
peaches, Which are principally used for can- 
ning and preserving, are the only ones in the 
market. The small fruit is rapidly disap- 
pearing.’’ 

‘‘What do you suppose is the extent of the 
business for this season in St. Louis?” 

‘*Well, thatis a question that 1 would have 
to think over, but l can soon find out from 
one of the sharpest buyers in the market.” 
[in a few moments Mr. Judy re- 
turned with a gentleman, and, = afier 
discussing the question, they agreed that 
from May 1 up to dateg $3,000,000 of fruil was 
consumed and bandledin this market. ‘‘IThe 
prospects,’”? continued Mr. Judy, ‘*are the 
finest, and after this year the trade will 
ainount to immense proportions. The grow- 
ers have wade fortunes this season, and this 
is about the best encouragement they can gat. 
rom now large crops will be grown through- 
out the State. This is the tirst time we have 
secured the Northwestern fruit supply, and 
we will hold on to it. Every kind of fruit 
has beon plentiful this season, and for the 
last two months St. Louisans have actually 
lived on fruit. Damsons, which up to the 
present year were supplied us 
from Ohio, have been vrown in 
abundance, and we are now ready 
to supply Ohio if necessary.’’ 

‘How are we situated with regard to ship- 
ping facilities?’’ 

‘*Better than any market I know of. We 
have cheap rates by reason of competition be- 
tween different express companies and we 
have direct connection with all points, which 
in handling fruit is an important point. lam 
clad that the success of this year will be made 
known.and from this we can date the constant 
increase in this line.’’

wives, par ercdiple), and having been

When the Amerika further 
speaks about Nr. Hill’s borrible ‘‘idea ofa 
State monopo'y of schools,” it simply shows 
that it has not yet been sufficiently impreg- 
nated withthe spirit of our representative 
vovernments to understand that the public 
school system is the cornerstone and the 
guarantee of republican liberty, and that this 
system is in no sense of the worda monopoly. 
There is abundance of private schools, secu- 
lar and religious, inthe United States, and 
no fear of any State interference with the 
erection of more. 

Anotber misrepresentation on the part of 
the Amerika occurs when it makes me say in 
chapter 12 of the first part of my work that 


bave not said so in that or in anyother chap- 
ter of the book. I want the Government, itis 
true, to take control of all branches of public 
intercommunication, but on no account to in- 
terfere with private enterprises. 

This, I believe, is all I need to say in regard 
tothe Amerika’s article, and sufficient to 
place my work right before the public, Of 
course, t am not simple enough to expect all 
my readers, or even the greater part of them, 
to agree with my views on so many different 
subjectsas are treated of in Liberty and Law.’ 
People will naturally dif#er onthe money 
question, the railroad and télegraph ques- 
tion; nay, eventhe riverimprovement ques- 
tion, so dear to the heart ef the Western 
man, bas a host of opponents in the Nast. But 
j strongly object to being classified among the 
enemies to Christianity or the advocates of 
commupistiec doctrines; all the more as I 
have expressed myself on these questions in 
unmistakable teriws.

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IT MAY PROVE FATAL. 


John Reidemeyer Fractures a Little 
Boy’s Skull With a Stone. 


John Reidemeyer is locked up atthe Fourth 
District Police Station, and before he obtains 
his freedom he will have to answer to a very 
serious charge. About tive o’clock yesterday 
afternoon Reidemever called at the Angelica 
Street Police Station and surrendered him- 
self. Hesaid that he had struck a little boy 
named Willie Ilanclemanin the head with

A reporter this morning saw Reidemeyer at 
the Fourth District and obtained from bim a 
statement ofthe case, ‘*Abouta quarter to 
three o'clock vesterday afternoon,’’ he said, 
‘*] was standins; on Thirteenth and Mallin- 
krodt streets, when Willie Handelmanni and 
another little boy came tothe pump fora 
drink. I asked the little fellow with Handel- 
mann fora whip which be had in his hand. 
Ile gaveitto meand I cracked it. Handel- 
mann said, ‘Look out,you big Dutchman,’’and 
I said,** Don’t get so saucy.’ He did get very 
saucy and picked up a stone and threw 
it at me, but did not hit me. 
He then picked up a piece of hard mud and 
threw it, hitting mein the face. This made 
me angry and excited, and he ran away to- 
wards Salisbury street. [took up the stone 
he tirst threw and threwin the direction he 
was going.’’ 

‘*Did you intend to hit him with it?’ 

“No. Though 1 wasexcited,I oply intend- 
ed to scare him. Ithrewit pretty hard, in- 
tending tohitthe fenve, from which he was 
about six feet away. JustasIthrew he ran 
sidewise just with the line of the stone, 
and it struck him on the back of 
the head. He fell, but supperted himself 
on his bands and feet. WhenI saw that I hit 
him l ran and picked bim up. He was not 
bieeding very much and asked me to take him 
home. I carried himto his house and told 
his fatherthat | had hurt him. When! took 
him home he was ableto stand up. I left 
then and a little while afterwards surrender- 
ed myselfat the Angelica street station.’’ 

The boy’s father at once called in Dr. Bauer 
and bisson and Dr. Summa who, examined 
the child’s head and found the skull fraetur- 
ed. They pronounced bis condition danger- 
ous.
